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REMARKS 

In accordance with the foregoing, claims 9 and 17 have been amended. Claims 1-23 are 
pending and under consideration. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C-S112 

At page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 9-16 under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for reasons set forth therein. The rejection is respectfully 
traversed and reconsideration is requested. 

Claim 9 has been amended to recited "a refrigerant pipe" in order to clarify the present 
invention. Thus, withdrawal of the §112 rejection of claims 3 is respectfully requested. Claims 
10-16 are deemed allowable at least due to their dependency on independent claim 9. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C.S112 

At page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claim 17 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) 
as being anticipated by Ho (U.S. Patent No. 5,499,514). This rejection is traversed for the 
reasons stated below. The rejection is respectfully traversed and reconsideration is requested. 

The Examiner contends that Ho discloses "a tray 84 is used to collect water form on the 
refrigerant pipe within the evaporator." By way of review, Ho discloses the evaporator pan 84 
receives the defrost water from the evaporator (col. 4, lines 10-32), but fails to disclose a defrost 
water formed on the refrigerant pipe as recited in claim 17. Accordingly, it is respectfully 
submitted that claim 17 patentably distinguishes over the cited art and is submitted to be 
allowable. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 1-8 and 21-23 are allowed. 

At page 3, item 8 of the Office Action, claims 18-20 are objected as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitation of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

As noted above, claims 18-20, which depend from claim 17, Applicant respectfully 
submits that claims 18-20 should also now be allowable. 
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In item 9 of the Office Action, claims 9-16 would be allowed if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection udder 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office Action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

As set forth above, claim 9 has been amended to clarify the present invention and claims 
10-16 depend from claim 9. Thus reconsideration of claim 9-16 is respectfully requested. 

CONCLUSION 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is courteously solicited.
